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Canton. Ohio, Dec. 8—(ZP)—Con­ 
fronted with the absence of a sin­ 
gle tangible clue to the identity of 
a pale young woman who called 
Vernard E. Fearn, 34, a Ciao mine 
operator, to the door of his home 
and shot him to death, authorities 
tonight turned their investigation 
to Fearn's private life tai the hope 
of establishing a motive for the 
killing. 
Sheriff Ed Gibson, who took per­ 
sonal charge of the inquiry today, 
said there was "absolutely nothing 
new,*' but nevertheless hoped tor 
developments within a few days. 
He was convinced, he said, that 
the woman still is hiding in Canton 
and that she cannot long remain 
undiscovered. Authorities believed 
she had plotted Fearn’s death some 
time. 
Funeral services for Fearn, who 
was shot two days ago on the front 
porch of his home south of here, 
while his wife and nine-year-old 
daughter Kathryn were preparing 
their evening meal, were held to­ 
day. 
Couple Never Quarrelled. 
Neither Fearn, who died In her 
arms, nor hlB wife were able to 
give any clues as to the identity 
of the woman who without a word, 
emptied six bullets from a small 
pistol into hie 
body 
and 
then 
boarded a bus back 
to 
Canton, 
where she vanished. Fearn gasped 
to his wife that he had never seen 
the girl before. 
Mrs. Fern said their ten years 
of married life had 
never 
been 
marred by even a quarrel. 
What had seemed the most prom­ 
ising clue was 
dissipated 
today 
when officers learned that a young 
woman who had been seen by a bus 
driver entering a Canton boarding 
house was the landlady’s daughter- 
in-law. 
George Patterson, of Carrolton. 
driver of the bus on which the 
killer rode back to Canton, was 
positive he could identify her. She 
wore a dark blue chinchilla coat. 
a close fitting black felt hat with 
a bright pin on it, tan shoes and 
flesh colored stockings, 
he 
said. 
He described her as about Ave feet 
four inches tall. 
Suspect Freed. 
Acting on a tip that appeared to 
have possibilities, 
Sheriff Gibson 
late today brought a girl to his 
office 
for 
questioning. 
The girl 
whose name was withheld by the 
authorities, was quizsed for about 
thirty minutes and then released. 
Those who were present at the 
conference said that 
she 
denied 
knowing Fearn and that she was 
unable to throw any light on the 
case. 
The report upon which the sher­ 
iff acted was that someone was 
supposed to have seen Fearn with 
the girl at a picture show about 
three months ago. 
This the girl 
denied. 
Sheriff Gibson today denied a re­ 
port that he had sent a deputy to 
Fairmount, W. Va., to question a 
young woman named "Ethel Davis” 
who left Canton Wednesday, the 
day before the shooting. The sher­ 
iff said that he had satisfied him- 
••lf that Mrs. Davis bad no con­ 
nection with the cake.

tional narcotic syndicate, were held 
today by federal officials who are 
investigtlng the mysteries of Arn­ 
old Rothstein’s life while county of­ 
ficials are attempting to unravel 
the mystery of his death. 
The principals in custody are 
Joseph Unger, alias 
Klein, alias 
Myers, taken off an express train 
at Buffalo after his baggage was 
found to Include $2,000,000 worth 
of drugs, and Mrs. June Boyd, ar­ 
rested In Chicago by agents whose 
attention was drawn to her by a 
telephone call Unger made to her 
from New York. 
A suitcase full 
of narcotics was found in her pos­ 
session. 
Thq pawns, held only as mate­ 
rial witnesses, 
are 
Mrs. Esther 
Meyers, an intimate 
of 
Unger’s, 
and Samuel Lower, an addict with 
a prison record for whom Roth- 
stein once went bond. 
They were both arrested here 
and were held In bail, $10,000 for 
Lower and $5,000 for the woman, 
as Mrs. Boyd and Unger were on 
their way back to this city in 
charge of federal agents. Officials 
said they would ask bail of at least 
$100,000 for Unger.

Seek Two Burglars 
Who Killed Couple 


Eaton, Ohio. Dec. 8—(ZP)—Two 
burglars who early today shot and 
killed Dr. Horatio Z. Silver, 55, 
prominent physician, and his wife, 
58, when surprised while ransack 
ing the Silver home here, were ob­ 
jects of a state-wide search to­ 
night. 
Mrs. Silver was killed Instantly 
but a bullet which 
pierced 
her 
heart when she discovered the bur­ 
glars In the act of ransacking her 
home. Dr. Silver, who had goue to 
his wife’s assistance when he heard 
a commotion in the hall, was shot 
and wounded fatally by the second 
of three bullets Ared by the in­ 
truders, when he seemingly failed 
to heed the burglar’s injunction to 
halt. 
He died Ave hours later in 
a Dayton hospital, following an 
operation. 
Mrs. Silver had been awakened 
by a noise, which she believed was 
made by un adopted daughter, Han­ 
nah Mary. 13, and she was on her 
way to her room when accosted by 
the strangers. 
Awakened by the shooting, Han­ 
nah Mary Silver summoned neigh­ 
bors who sent the wounded phy­ 
sician to the Dayton hospital and 
called village officials.

glars are believed to have escaped 
in a waiting automobile.

The arrests and seizures follow­ 
ed close on inspection of business 
records of Rothstein’s obtained on 
a search warrant.

tty fellow gamblers to j'Whom Is* 
had refused to pay his card debts. 
Agents were beginning to get 
“warm” on the Rothsteln trail a 
week ago. 
But before they knew 
all they have since learned, an 
attempt was made to scare them 
off. James R. Kerrigan, the agent 
who came here from Washington 
to direct the narcotic men investi­ 
gating the Rothstein case, received 
a telephone call from a man who 
gave no name. 
“Listen,” said this man, 
“you 
want to lay off or you won’t stay 
healthy.” 
With the reply, in effect, that he 
wasn’t in the business 
for 
his 
health, Agent Kerrigan spurred his 
subordinates to still greater efforts. 
Transporting Narcotics. 
A search warrant was obtained 
yesterday to permit agents of the 
United States attorney’s office to 
enter the office of the mortgage 
company that Rothsteln used as 
the headquarters for his manifold 
acitvities. 
There in the files the 
searchers found memoranda con­ 
firming what before had been not 
much more than suspicion and giv­ 
ing tips thut were acted on at 
once. 
It was these papers that pointed 
the way to Unger. Unger was pre­ 
paring to leave for Chicago and he 
was permitted to board the train 
with two large 
steamer 
trunks, 
thus luying 
himself open to a 
charge of transporting narcotics as 
well as possessing them. 
The trunks were seized before 
the train left and telegrams were 
sent to federal agents at Buffalo 
and Chicago to arrest Unger and 
Mrs. Boyd. 
The Twentieth Cen­ 
tury Limited’s second section Btop 
ped outside of Buffalo 
and 
four 
agents stationed in that city yank­ 
ed Unger from his berth. 
They 
found on him the checks and keys 
to the trunks, u small quantity of 
narcotic samples and a little blflft'k 
hook containing names

dresses. Mrs. Boyd’s arrest follow­ 
ed in her Chicago apartment.

Gov’t Loses Attempts to 
Collect Levy Fr«*m

CLOSINGURGED 


Pioneer U. P. Resident 
Says They Are Be­ 
coming Scarce 


Closing: of the deer season for 
three years and thereafter open­ 
ing it every other year sim ultan­ 
eously with Wisconsin to perm it 
the killing of any kind of a deer. 
is advocated 
by W. S. Locke 
of 
McMillan, pioneer resident of the 
upper peninsula, who sees the ex­ 
tinction of deer 
within 
a 
few 
years if the present rate of slaugh­ 
ter continues. 
Mr. Locke ridicules 
the idea 
presented by many hunters and 
conservationists th a t the deer are 
increasing, despite the enorm ous 
annual kills. 
Forest fires, lum ­ 
bering and agriculture have re­ 
duced the size of the upper penin­ 
sula’s forest area, 
he 
explains, 
and this results in th e 
deer be­ 
coming 
more 
concentrated 
al­ 
though as a whole th e total num ­ 
ber has been greatly reduced. 
“ In my opinion a reasonable es­ 
tim ate of th e num ber killed the 
past season 
would 
am ount to 
nearly 10,000,” Mr. Locke says. 
“ W hat does this mean? Is there 
any argum ent to contradict the 
fact th a t it there is not a change 
m ade in our gam e laws a t once 
it will soon bring complete ex­ 
tinction to this m ajestic animal 
of our forests. 
“ I have been a resident of Mac­ 
kinaw and Luee counties for the 
past 50 years, a territory th a t was 
noted as being one of the great­ 
est deer areas in the U. P. 
I 
have seen this district 
become 
denuded of its forests, 
a 
great 
part of it hardwood lands, which 
lands, or rather the tim ber th at 
grows on such lands, is th e n a tu r­ 
al home of the deer. 
“ In form er years th e deer did 
not leave these hardwoods until 
the snow became 
deep 
and 
a 
crust form ed upon it. Then they 
would resort to the swam ps for 
shelter, but would come out and 
feed along th e ridges next to the 
swamp. In this way 
they 
lived 
through th e w inter and came out 
in the spring in good condition. 
T here never was such a thing as 
deer starving to death. Except for 
the sparse feed they 
get 
today 
they would nearly all die 
from 
starvation and disease. 
“T here are some persons th at 
will try to convince th e people 
th at th e deer are increasing, re­ 
gardless of the great slaughter. 
This is the most 
ridiculous, 
ab­ 
surd argum ent th at 
could 
be 
broached and one to which no per­ 
ron who is acquainted 
w ith 
the 
situation will give any 
credence. 
In order to substantiate such an 
argum ent it m ust be proven th a t 
the U. P. is in a retrograding age, 
going back to its prim eval state, 
which we, the residents of this 
beautiful peninsula, know to be 
otherwise. 
“Our deer are becoming more 
and more concentrated 
as 
each 
year passes by because 
of 
the 
great inroads being made into our 
forests by agriculture, lum bering 
and forest 
fires, 
which 
leave 
thousands of acres each year de­ 
nuded to such an extent th at deer 
m ust seek shelter 
and 
thereby 
are getting more concentrated. 
“There may appear to be more 
deer in these 
areas, 
but 
w hat 
about the areas th at 
have been 
lost. In my opinion, at the present 
rate of slaughter, lf there is not 
some change made at 
once 
our 
deer w ill be like the buffalo of the 
w est— extinct in a very few years 
“ Moreover, I will say th a t the 
deer of today have lost much of 
their form er m ajestic appearance 
which I think can be accounted 
for from the fact th a t th eir na­ 
tu ral food has become scarce and 
they are feeding on w hat I would 
call domestic food, such 
as tim ­ 
othy, clover and other tam e grass­ 
es 
started 
on 
logging 
roads 
throughout cut over 
lands 
th at 
are covered with second growth 
Again. I believe our deer are los­ 
ing their 
vitality 
through 
the 
buck law. with all the best sires 
(we m ight call them ) being kill­ 
ed.“ I believe th a t there should be 
a lew passed at once closing the 
season for at least three years.

year,

T ’S a long, hard road that a movie star must travel before 
he. or she, is in a position to be compared with the great 
Chaney, known to the world of movie-goers as “ the man 
with a thousand faces.”

However, Louise doesn’t have to worry whether or not di­ 
rectors think of her first or tenth. 
She gets the jobs just the 
same. 
W hile others have been coming and going, her popu­ 
larity has been steadily increasing with every new him in which 
she has appeared. 
That Miss Fazenda is as popular with studio executives as 
she is with the world's movie fans is proved by the fact that 
she is constantly busy. 
Last year she worked in 13 feature 
productions— almost a record. 
She wore grease paint day and 
night, including Sundays. 
Louise started in pictures as a character actress and she has 
been jumping from one characterization to another ever since. 
When she w as 17 she was cast as M ack Swain's mother and 
played the role convincingly.

A t that time Sennett told her that she might just as well get 
a job behind a ribbon counter or in a kitchen because she would 
never be a success as an actress.

O R N in Lafayette, Indiana, Louise led 
the life of a normal small-lown girl dur­ 
ing her childhood.

“ O f course I had my school romances,” 
says Miss Fazenda. 
“ Show me a girl who 
doesn't. 
But I can only remember of one 
really serious ’crush' I had on a boy. 
That 
was when I was twelve years old. 
I can’t 
remember his name now but that doesn’t 
matter anyway. 
H e was about a year older 
than I was, freckle-faced, tow-headed and as 
I look back now not very good-looking. 
But 
at that time I thought he was the handsomest 
boy in town.” 
Since becoming a member of Hollywood's 
film colony. Louise has had only two romances, 
in which she has “ batted .3 0 0 "— one of them being 
a failure and the other highly successful.

1927, Louise married

In ''Bobbed H air” she was a male impersonator, a youthful 
crook, dressing in the height of fashion in part of the film and 
in a much too large sailor outfit in other parts of it. 
“ Babe Comes Hom e" brought her out as a laundry helper. 
a sort of flapper-like role which gave her an opportunity to 
display some of her natural beauty.

Rumblings of War Heard 
in Bolivia-Paraguay 
Boundary Dispute 


Lapaz, Bolivia, Dec. 8— (ZP)—The 
Paraguayan charge d’affaires, Elias 
Ayaia, was given his passport this 
afternoon by the minister of in­ 
ternal relations. 
Ayala 
was 
conducted 
under 
guard to the railroad junction at 
VMacha from where he was placed 
on a train for Peru going by way 
of Guaqui. 
This action followed upon offi­ 
cial information that the greater 
part of a garrison of twenty-five 
Bolivian soldiers had been killed 
by three hundred Paraguayans who 
were trespassing on Bolivian terri­ 
tory. 


Dispatches from Asuncion, Para­ 
guay, yesterday said that Paraguay- 
on troops had been fired upon when 
they approached a fort built by the 
Bolivians near Fortin Galpon. They 
were said to have returned the fire 
and to have captured several offi­ 
cers and soldiers. 
The two republics signed a proto­ 
col in April, 1927, which establish­ 
ed at Buenos Airee a Joint commis­ 
sion to attem pt a settlem ent of the 
long-standing boundary dispute. No 
settlem ent has been reached, how­ 
ever. and in October, Paraguayan 
newspapers claimed that the Bo­ 
livians were advancing into the dis­ 
puted region. 
The Bolivian legation at W ash­ 
ington today issued a formal state­ 
ment that Bolivia has established 
for a long time past many forts in 
the province of Chaco Borel, one 
of which was attacked yesterday 
by thro squadrons of Paraguayan 
cavalry.

DEATH CLAIMS 
“WHEAT KING" 


James A. Patten, Veteran 
Grain Broker, Dies 
of Pneumonia 


Chicago. Dec. 8—(ZP)—Jam es A. 
Patten, 76-year-old retired “wheat 
king,’’ died today at his home in 
Evanston, 111., of pneumonia. 
Although 
confined 
to his bed 
since November 30, the serious na­ 
ture of his illness was not discov­ 
ered until last n'ght. 
His widow, 
his son Jack and three physicians 
were at the bedside when he died. 
Almost coincident with the death 
of the aged financier, the Chicago 
Board of Trade abandoned the old 
building and the pits in which he 
gained his fortune and sent his 
fame wide and far by his spectacu­ 
lar dealings in wheat, corn and 
oats. 
Born on an Illinois prairie farm, 
Mr. Patten knew grain at its source 
from the time he learned to walk. 
In his early twenties he became 
familiar with the machinery of the 
pit after saving a few dollars from 
a meager farm salary. 
He built his fortune through the 
period when the pit called for fast 
[thinking and he 
never 
wavered 
j from a set standard of business 
principle, 
which, 
among 
other 
things, barred gambling. 
He was impressed by tile hon­ 
esty of the men in the pit and im­ 
patient with what he called “tinker­ 
ing demagogues,” who threatened 
outside control or meddling. 
“Cornered” Market. 
Maintaining 
staunch 
views on 
character, Mr. Patten insisted that 
young men in his employ save at 
least half of their salary regardless 
of amount, and he never allow ed 
heads of departm ents in his busi­ 
ness to be seen in saloons. 
Starting as a speculator in the 
late seventies, Mr. Patten bought 
“calls” in the corn m arket with 
$2,500, his entire savings. 
He clos­ 


ed out with a profit of $25,000. By 
1890 lie was a recognized leader 
in the grain pits. 'in an attem pt to 
corner the wheat market in 1909, 
he bought 30,000,000 
bushels 
of 
wheat. 
The scheme was wrecked 
by publicity. 
In 1910 he engineer­ 
ed a cotton “corner” with others, 
which resulted in huge profits and 
a fine of $4,000 for violation of the 
Sherm an anti-trust law. 
Patten was reputed to have given 
most of his wealth to philanthropic 
and 
educational 
enterprises, 
of 
which Northwestern university was 
the chief beneficiary. 
He gave the 
school $1,500,000 and built a gym­ 
nasium which is named for him.

“ Bridging the straits of Macki­ 
nac. I believe to be well within 
the realm s of possibility, 
State 
Senator H. J- Bushton of Esca­ 
naba states in a c c e n t 
article 
w ritten for the Upper Peninsula 
Development Bureau News. 
“An 
investigation into the practicabil­ 
ity of such a bridge has been un­ 
der way for some time, 
and 
a 
thorough study of the reports of 
ihis investigation will 
convince 
one that if it 18 ultim ately found 
to be at all feasible, it would be 
a gigantic task to say th e least. 
It has been 
determined 
th a t 
tho span would have to be 
at 
least twelve 
hundred 
feet 
in 
length and be of the cantilever 
type to allow the passage of large 
vessels. 
At the deepest th ere is 
two hundred feet of w ater 
and 
forty feet of mud. 
D uring the 
spring break up the 
ice 
floes 
travel at the rate of six m iles per 
hour. One does not need to be an 
expert engineer to im agine 
the 
strength th a t would 
necessarily 
have to be embodied 
in 
m ents to w ithstand such pressure. 
The present estim ated 
cost 
is 
twenty-six million dollars. 
The possibility of a tunnel has 
alfo been considered, but there is 
as yet very little data available 
on which to base an opinion as 
bo the practicability of 
such 
a 
project. 
The idea I wish to convey 
is 
th at we should not be too im pa­ 
tient about this project. 
One 
who has had to w ait in line for 
an hour or m ore during the rush

Pennsylvania’s experiences 
in 
restoring the deer will be told by j 
Vernon Bailey, field naturalist of 
the U. S. bureau of biological sur­ 
vey, Washington. D. C.. 
at 
thej 
meeting of the Michigan Conser-1 
ration Council to be held in the 
Olds hotel, Lansing, next Tuesday, j 
The story of how 
Pennsylvania1 
solved the diminishing deer prob­ 
lem by the enactment of the one-1 
buck law. but now is attempting 
to reduce the surplus by permit­ 
ting only the killing of does. will 
be of interest to upper peninsula 
hunters and conservationists who 
are wondering whether this state 
really has a 
problem 
of 
deer 
scarcity to face. 
The conservation council, now 
in its fifth year of conservation 
activities, was organized for the 
purpose of drawing together rep­ 
resentatives of all state-wide and 
semi-state wide organizations in­ 
terested In one or more phases of 
conservation. 
The council is not 
an official organization, and In no 
way usurps tho place of the state 
conservation department, but en­ 
deavors to lend its support to the 
department by arousing and fo­ 
cusing interest 
in 
conservation 
subjects. 
Tuesday’s meeting was 
called for the purpose of discus­ 
sing certain conservation matters 
which will come up 
before 
the 
next legislature. 
The meetings of 
the 
council 
are open to the public as well as 
the delegates. Among the 
other 
speakers will be John A. Doelle, 
Lansing; Col. George E. Hogarth, 
director state department of con­ 
servation, Lansing; John M. Bush, 
Negaunee, president of the North­ 
ern Hemlock and Hardwood as­ 
sociation; A. W. Thompson, Iron 
Mountain, member of the conser­ 
vation committee of the Michigan 
State Grange; Dr. Raphael 
Zon, 
director of the Lake States For­ 
est experiment station, St. Paul; 
and Governor Fred W. Green. 
Pennsylvania’s Experiences. 
Although deer were almost ex­ 
tinct in 
Pennsylvania 
twenty 
years ago, that state found it nec­ 
essary this year to 
permit 
the 
shooting of does in order 
to re­ 
duce an unmanageable surplus of 
deer. 
Jn 
1907, 
Pennsylvania 
passed a law to protect female 
deer and fawns and to allow the 
killing of bucks. As usually is the 
case when such a law' is first pro­ 
posed there was strong opposition 
to it on the part 
of 
sportsmen, 
and it was secured 
only 
after 
much effort and 
vigorous 
cam­ 
paigning on the part of the mem­ 


bers of the game commission. 
Beginning with a stock of less 
than 1.000 deer in 
the 
entire 
state in 1907 and 
the introduc­ 
tion of a few purchased from oth­ 
er states, the deer supply of the 
state has increased until now it 
is estimated that there are over 
a million 
within 
its 
confines. 
Many of the areas are 
so 
over­ 
stocked that during the past win­ 
ter and spring losses from star­ 
vation were alarming. 
D w Law First Opposed. 
In 1 923 the state game com­ 
mission proposed a plan to allow 
the limited killing of does in cer­ 
tain areas where the increase was 
apparent and whore 
there 
was 
complaint from farmers that the 
deer were 
becoming 
obnoxious. 
Public sentiment, 
however, 
had 
changed in the years of female 
and fawn protection to such an ex­ 
tent that there was vociferous op­ 
position to any regulation which 
would permit the killing of does. 
This prevented the carrying out 
of the commission’s plans. 
Iaist year a special open season 
on does only 
was 
permitted 
in 
certain counties after the regular 
hunting season. 
A considerable 
number wrere disposed of in this 
way, but apparently not enough 
to relieve 
the 
situation. 
The 
state game commission asked the 
V. S. bureau of biological survey 
to make a survey of the situation, 
and Mr. Bailey was detailed to do 
the work. 
Died of Starvation. 
Mr. Bailey's report described in 
detail the conditions found in the 
various counties, where there was 
evidence of hundreds of yearling 
deer having died 
of 
starvation, 
the loss having 
been 
confined 
largely to the yearlings. The older 
animals were able to reach high­ 
er than the younger in browsing. 
Consequently, the smaller 
ani­ 
mals, being deprived of food, died 
in large numbers, polluting many 
of the mountain 
streams 
with 
their festering carcasses. He said 
that he believed the only method 
by which the Immediate surplus 
of deer could be reduced was 
to 
permit the killing 
of 
a 
larger 
number of deer by sportsmen. 
This has been provided for by 
a regulation of the commission, 
under the terms of which during 
this year, there will be no killing 
of buck deer in Pennsylvania, the 
killing being limited to adult fe­ 
male deer only. 
By this means 
it is expected to reduce the num-
